Excitement to a Belgian Town. 


It is promised'that it will, not be long 


before ;\ certain Small town in Belgium 
is lighteJ by 'electricity. It appears that 
thirty years ago the municipality entered 
into a contract •jvith the local gas com- 
pany for' the public lighting of the town. 
It wna agreed that the price should be 
tii'od at $8,000 per annum, the contract 
to exist for fii'ly-fivo years. Thus the 
agreement .remains Rood for another 
twenty-five years. 
The municipality, 


seeing wound cheaper gas and a more 
dufirablo liyhf, in the form of the electric 
light, have come to the conclusion that 
they aro decidedly at a disadvantage. 
They say that tho price which was con- 
sidered just \\ aun the contract was made 
should now he reduced, us it is excessive 
when compared with other towns where 
only $1,000 per annum is paid for the 
same amount of light. 


As tho gas company refuses to reduce 


its price, complaints regarding defective 
lighting, which had previously been per- 
mitted to pass unnoticed, are now nu- 
merous, the inhabitants entering hearti- 
ly into the bpirit of the situation. Ac- 
cording to the latest accounts the gas 
company had fallen on troublous times. 
The municipality had made up its mind 
that if it could not get tho gas at- a rea- 
sonable rate it would secure it at a low 
one, and possibly make a profit on the 
bargain.

Skin Grafting l>y Machinery. 


Saturday morning, at the Massachu- 


setts General hospital, a little instru- 
ment, invented by Dr. Mixter, wonder- 
ful in its simplicity, constructed so as 
to separate quite large portions of epi- 
dermis from the subcutaneous tissue, 
was used for tha first time. 


The patient had been etherized, and had 


undergone an operation for the removal 
of a cancerous growth from the left 
breast, and tha wound thus made was 
quite an extensive one. The instrument 
was applied to the anterior portion of 
the right thigh, and three strips, about 
an inch wido by six inches long, were 
taken off and transplanted to the ex- 
posed surface of the breast. The opera- 
tion of removing the skin and trans- 
planting it to its new quarters did not 
occupy more than about six minutes. 


A very few days will suffice to restore 


the denuded surface of the thigh to its 
normal condition, leaving few traces of 
the reparative process to which it has 
contributed, and, other things being 
equal, the surf ace from which the can- 
cerous tumor has been excised will heal 
over by lirst intention, thus saving the 
patient from a prolonged and painful 
period of convalescence. Of course, every 
precaution is taken, by the use of steril- 
issiiig pruce^es and antiseptic solutions, tc 
render the operation thoroughly aseptic, 
so that the chances of inflammatory dis- 
tnrbances from bacterial sources are re- 
ducpd to the lowest minimum.

THK ITAllAN AFFAIR. 


The war cloud which darkened the at- 


mosphere a few days ago has disappeared, 
'ihe Italian Government did not demand 
an answer to its note within twenty-lour 
hours, 
BB 
reported, 
and 
Minister 


Footer wag not given bis passports acd 
ordered to leave Italy. Secretary Blaioe 
has the gout and as that is an aristocratic 
disease the Italian Premier has too mnoh 
regard for the proprieties of life to demand 
an immediate answer from a person afflicted 
with it, under threat of declaring war if 
tbe demand was not complied with. 


The facts seem to be that the Italian 


Ministers are using Secretary BiainVs own 
tnctios for politics! purposes. It will bo 
remembered that Blaine the Brilliant, who 
is a man of resources and expediencies, 
twisted the British lion's tnil oat of shape 
when he was a candidate (or the Presi- 
dency, and secured the support of the 
Irish \Vorld by doing so, though as a 
matter of fact, when Secretary of State 
under President Garfleld he permitted 
Daniel MoStreeney, an American citizen, 
to languish in a British prison until the 
authorities became tired of boarding him 
anct ordered him released. Now tbe Italian 
Government, with no intention whatever 
of goiog to war with the United -States, 
is turning the New Orleans incident to 
personal advantage by making it a pretext 
for heavy expenditures for the army and 
navy, and consequent high taxation of 
property. 


As proof that the Kalian Government 


does not mean war, and is only adopting 
the American electioneering method of 
breg and bluster, Baron Fava, who sailed 
for Europe last Saturday, authorized Dr. 
Boversi, of II Progresai Itala Americana, to 
to state in his paper that he was only 
going to Italy on leave of ab.-euce, that be 
is still tbe Italian Minister at Washington, 
and that 
the war-like dispatches from 


Rome are inspired by the French, who 
would like to see Italy involved in a war 
with the United Stntes, or possibly by the 
Vatican, which has no love for the King of 
Italy. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL TRIP. 


President Harrison, with his wife and 


sister, privats secretary and two members 
of his Cabinet, left Washington last even- 
ing on a tour through the South and West, 
or what is termed in political parlance " a 
swing round the circle." The party will 
visit some of the prominent cities of the 
South and travel to the Pacific Coast. The 
party will travel by w,»y ol Los Angele* to 
San Francisco, and return by way of Pott- 
land, Salt Lake City, Denver, Omaha and 
Indianapolis, unless gome unforeseen cir- 
cumstances, as in the case of Secretary 
Proctor, may cause a change in the pro- 
gramme. The party has been invited to 
visit many cilias on the FaoiQo Coast, and 
will doubtless accept an invitation to visit 
tbe capital of California. 


It is the first time that a constitutionally 


elected President has left Washington to 
visit the Pacific Coast. Hayes did so, but 
three-fourths of the people of the United 
States did not believe that he was the 
rightful President and his visit did not ere 
ate much enthusiasm though the Federal 
office-holder endeavored to make it appear 
otherwise. In the present instance Pres- 
ident Harrison, though he did cot receive 
a majority of the popnlar vote, was electee 
chief magistrate of the United States, and 
as such will be respected by the people in 
every section of the country. 


WILL. NOT HKCL.INE. 


Washington political circles are some- 


what excited over tbe announcement that 
Secretary Blaine has decided to enter the 
lists for the Presidential nomination. I 
is stated that two of Mr. Blaine's friends 
asked his consent to go to work fixing a 
delegation for him in the National Conven 
tion in 1892, 
Mr. Blaine waa not particu- 


larly anxious to enter the lists and said be 
could not be a candidate against Harrison 
but he assured his friends that while he 
was not a pronounced candidate he woulc 
not withdraw his name nor write a letter ol 
declination in tha event of hia name being 
brought before the Convention.
